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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of Claims 

1 . This action is responsive to amendment filed on June 22, 2009, where Applicant 
amended claims 1,8. Claims 1-14 remain pending. 



Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments, filed 6/6/06, with respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1-14 
under 103(a) have been fully considered and are partially persuasive. The previous rejection has 
been withdrawn in light of the amendment. However, upon further reading of the claims, the 
amended limitations fail to be consistent with Applicants specification, as outlined below. 
Applicants arguments are therefore moot in view of the new grounds of rejection. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 1-14 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply with the 
enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which was not described in the 
specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which 
it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the invention. 

5. The amended limitations of claims 1 and 8 state that the preference is installed on a 
device in response to (or based on) evaluation of the policies. Applicant remarks refer to 
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paragraphs 32,34,44,46 for support. However, the paragraphs appear to show something different 
from the claims. The end of paragraph 34 states that policies are used for processing the 
preference. The beginning of paragraph 35 states that before processing, the preference is 
installed on the device. This means that the preference is installed prior to the use of the policies 
and therefore the installation is not in response to the policies. There is an apparent contradiction 
between the claims and the specification. The mentioned paragraphs appear to not provide 
adequate support to enable one of ordinary skill in the art to make/use the invention. 



Conclusion 

6. Applicant may not introduce any new matter to the claims or to the specification. For any 
subsequent response that contains new/amended claims, Applicant is required to cite its 
corresponding support in the specification.
